country, died here this morning shortly 
after 10 oclock at the Hotel Raleigh, where 
the commission has its headquarters. 

The sudden change from the warm cli- 
mate of Cuba with the beitatios he had 
there endured, to the wintry weather of 
New York and Washington, is responsible 
for the pneumonia which resulted in his de- 
mise.

tmong his last words were irrational mut- 
‘erings in which he gave orders to his son, 
who is on his staff, for the battle which he 
tupposed was to occur tomorrow and in 
which he understood there were only 400 
jpaniards to combat. Just before he died 
le embraced his son. Rev. Father Magee, 
if St. Patrick’s church,was called in during 
he day and was with General Garcia until 
he end, administering the last rites of the 
catholic church. Other members of the 
iommission and Mr. Rubens, their courisel 
hn this country, was also in the bed cham- 
ter when the end came.

After General Garcia’s death steps were 
taken to notify the government officials 
here and also the executive committee of 
the Cuban assembly, which has its head- 
quarters at Marianao, Cuba. Secretary Jose 
Villalon, of the commission, sent a tele- 
gram of notification to Mendez Capote, 
the president of the Cuban assembly, who 
is now in Havana. 

As soén as the death became known a 
number of visitors, including many public 
men, came to the hotel to express their 
condolences. President McKinley manifest- 
ed his sympathy by sending a Suitably 
worded letter and Vice President Hobart 
sent his card. Among those who called 
were Senators Foraker, Money, Proctor and 
Chandler and Major Generals Lawton and 
W heeler, 

General Garcia left a large family, only 
one of whom, Justo, a captain of his staff, 
was with him when he died. His widow

What is mest interesting to those who 
study international questions there in 
Washington, either from an official or un- 
official standpoint, is the strong indica- 
tion of a thorough understanding between 
the British foreign office and the Ameri- 
can state department. This understanding 
may not have been formulated—indeed, it 
seems probable that it is nothing more 
than consensus of opinion upon certam 
bro2d lines: but that there is such consen- 
sus some new bit of evidence comes to the 
front every day to prove. 

Dictated in London. 

Senator Hale, of Maine, in the 
ence of his opposition to the acquirement 
of the Philippines, has charged that the 
American foreign policy is dictated at the 
British foreign office. He said this in the 
hope of inciting Irish American influence 
against the ratification of the peace treaty. 
How much truth there may be in his asser- 
tion it may be a little difficult to say, but 
certain it is that such a criticism is not 
likely to carry very great weight coming 
from Senator Hale. The defenders of the 
administration have lost no time in meet- 
ing this charge with the assertion that it 
is better to have the foreign policy of the 
government dictated from London than 
from Madrid, as it was in the days before 
the war when this same senator from 
Maine was acting as chief lieutenant of 
Senor Dupuy DeLome in the latter’s very 
commendable efforts to shape legislation 
favorable to Spain. 

Treaty Will Be Ratified. 

It does not now seem at all likely that 
Senator Hale’s efforts to prevent the rati- 
fication of the peace treaty will meet with 
success. A good many senators are non- 
committal, but many of those who oppose 


vehem- 


the annexation of the Philippines will, if 


uhey are unable to amend the treaty so 
as to embody their ideal, vote for ratifica- 
tion in the end. They contend that a vote 
to reject the treaty would in effect be a 
vote to reopen the war, and this would not 
result in bringing about a condition any 
more in accordance with their present 
ideas than those in the present treaty. So, 
in the end there will doubtless be a suf- 
ficiently large vote to insure the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty just as it stands. No- 
body expects anything else. ‘ 

Speaking of American diplomatic meth- 
ods, there is a very gratifying difference 
between the way the state department is 
handled by the present secretary of state 
andj the methods of ti!y predecessor.

Red Tape in the State Department. 

American diplomacy may be frank 
enough, but the American state depart- 
ment is bound around by a great big lot of 
red tape. Not only is there silence and 
mystery in the offices of the department, 
but the very corridors seem pervaded with 
the same atmosphere. The under officials 
are, for the most part, afraid to speak 
above a whisper unless it is when in the 
presence of the second assistant secretary, 
Mr. Adee, who is painfully deaf; every- 
where you are impressed with this air of 
mystery. 

Judge Day seemed to be inoculated with 
the same virus. He had probably never 
seen the inside of the state department un- 
til he came on here to be active secretary 
during the days when John Sherman was 
the department's nominal head. He 
mediately became engu!fed jn this 
lanche, this fog-bank of mystery.

It is the policy of the British foreign of- 
fice to take the English public into its con- 
fidence in all matters just as early as it

the service. Right from the start Secretary 
Hay put a similar policy into effect. He 
talks with the utmost frankness to the rep- 
resentatives of the newspapers, showing 
them exactly what is going on, though, of 
course, not allowing himself to be quoted, 
for that would be manifestly improper:

public into the confidence of the state de- 


partment, and so far as the head of that 
department is concerned, he has dispelled 
the air of mystery which swamped his pre- 
decessor.

There is no trouble in Ala- 
bama at present amongst the miners, Con- 
tracts now in force will not near their end 
until July. The miners will pass upon bills 
to be asked of the legislature, including a 
law on child labor in the mines, new min- 
ing laws and laws respecting the mine in- 
Bpectors. The meeting will last all day 
and already delegates are coming in.

A week would 
place the situation badly here. Already 
no less than 10,000 tons of coal have been 
bought from the Pittsburg operators to 
Supply the increasing trade hereabouts. 
In Bibb an@ Tuscaloosa counties the mines 
are very active, while the Walker county 
mines are doing all in their power to get 
out fuel. The conditions, as far as fuel is 
concerned, were never equaled before in 
this state.

AGREEMENT IS IMPROBABLE. 


JOINT HIGH COMMISSION WON’T 
BE ABLE TO HARMONIZE. 


Free Lumber, So Badly Wanted by the 
Canadians, Cannot Be 
Granted. 


Washington, December 1l1.—It has been 
agreed by the joint high commission of 
Americans and Canadians, which has been 
in session there for several weeks, to adjourn 
at an early date. 

This decision has grown out of the devel- 
opments of the past week. While there are 
several protocols in the proposed treaty, 
reciprocity is the one great subject in which 
the Canadians are interested. Last week 
the high commissioners came nearer than 
they have ever been before to the discussion 
of that subject. The Canadians had sub- 
mitted proposals and on Wednesday the 
Americans submitted counter-proposals. 
These counter-proposals showed that the 
Americans were dispesed to be very un- 
yielding and that much emaller concessions 
would really be made than had been ex- 
pected. 

The negotiations last week also convinced 
the Canadians that free lumber, a consum- 
mation they and all their people have de- 
voutly wished for, was impossible. The 
American commissioners not only told the 
Canadians 50, but the latter were invited 
to the capitok and while there met several 
prominent members of the house and sen- 
,ate, who impressed the fact still more firm- 
ly upon them, 

This condition of things and the apparent 
impossibility of reaching an agreement be- 
fore Christmas are said to have led to the 
decision for an adjournment. 


SPAIN APPROVES THE PROTEST. 


Sagasta Cabinet Will Ask a Vote of 
Confidence.

a fullillment of the contract by claiming 
a mortgage on the customs Wiiich guaran- 
tee the debt. 

The memorandum protests against the re- 
fusal of the Americans to surrender the se- 
curities deposited in the treasuries of Cuba 
and Porto Rico by private Spaniards, re- 
marking that ‘‘never thas a civilized nation 
committed such an act of violence.”’ 

Secondly, it protests against the ultima- 
tum demanding the Philippines. 

Thirdly, it protests against the position 
in whici those Spaniards are placed who 
degire to remain in Cuba. 

Fourthly, it protests against the reference 
to the destruction of the Maine in President 
McKinley’s message to the United States 
congress. On this point the memorandum 
says: 

“Spain has proposed arbitration, but the 
United States refuses to give ther the right 
which is granted to u criminal; namely, the 
Sight of defending hersetr. The Spunish 
commissioners leave the care of fixing the 
responsibility for the explosion to the entire 
world, which will say whether those are re- 
sponsibie who desire the truth or those re- 
fusing to seek it.”

Colonel Bryan Is Reticent When Asked 
About Ramer. 


BUT KEIFER SAYS IT IS TRUE 


But the General Does Not Say ‘What 
_ the Colonel’s Reasons Are.

Numbers of the Men Volunteered on 
Accornt of Their Admiration 
te of the Colonel. 


Savannah, Ga., December 11.—Colonel 


‘'William J. Bryan still refuses to discuss his 

intended resignation today, but Major Gen- 
cral J. Warren Keifer, now commanding 
the corps, stated positively tonight that 
Colonel] Bryan would resign. That was all 
General Keifer thhad to say on the matter, 
'as he could not discuss Colonel Bryan's 
‘reasons. Colonel Bryan, he said, would be 
‘gucceeded in all probability by Lieutenant 
Colonel Victor Vifquain of the Third Ne- 
braska regiment. Colonel Vifquain is now 
a royal “Chinese mandarin,” having receiv- 
ed notice today that the emperor of China 
fad conferred upon him the distinction of 
a “Knight of the Order of the Royal Double 
Dragon,” for distinguished services ren- 
dered to Chinese subjects in the United 
States of Colombia, when Colonel Vifquain 
was United States consul there. Colonel 
Vifquain enjoys very much his new dis- 
tinction. 

The men of the Third Nebraska will hard- 
ly take kindly to the resignation of Colonel 
Bryan. His position as colonel has given 
the regiment a distinction peculiarly its 
own. Out at the camp visitors generally 
do not as for the Third Nebraska. It is, 
‘‘Where is Bryan’s regiment.”” With Bryan 
no longer the colonel, the distinction en- 
joyed by the regiment will disappear. Out- 
side of this, many of the men united with 
the Third Nebraska mainly Lecause Colonel 
®ryan was to be the Colonel. They were 
personal or political admirers and were 
willing to follow him to the field of bat- 
tle. They are greatly attached to him and 
the interest they feel in the regiment will 
probably not be so intense after he drops 
out of tne command. If Colonel Bryan 
should be out of the service before next Sat- 
urday, it would rob the review of one feat- 
ure that would be novel and probably with- 
out precedent in American military his- 
tory—the picture of one defeated presi- 
dential] aspirant passing in review at the 

‘head of a regiment before his successful an- 
tagonist. 

There hhas been considerable public curi- 
osity to see President McKinley and Colo- 
mel Bryan together, and even yet it is 
hoped that there will be no disappointment 
on this score. It is believed that Colonel 
Bryan would have resigned some time ago, 
when it became evident that there would 
be no active service in store for him and

Island Will Be Converted Into an Im- 
mense “Crawl.” 


“OLD TOM’ KING OF THE TERRAPINS 


He Knows More About Terrapins Than 
Any Man Living—He Has Made 
Mcney Handling Them. 


Brunswick, Ga., December 11.—(Special.) 
Messrs. Brobston, Fendig & Co., have sold 
Jointers island, across from Brunswick, 
to the Messrs. Kennedy SBros., who will 
convert the entire place into a terrapin 
crawl. This will be one of the most ex- 
tensive of the kind in Georgia, ft not in 
the south, and as the Kennedys have been 
in the business of raising terrapins for 
s0me time, they are certain to make a suc- 
cess of their new purchase. The culti- 
vation of terrapins is quite an industry in 
this section of the country, and good money 
is realized from the investments. Various 
crawis around this city yield their owners 
fine returns, and the work connected with 
it is easy. When a man understands the 
terrapin business he fences him in a cage- 
like construction over some salt water 
stream ahd then buys about seven female 
terrapins and one bull. To this he adds 
terrapins in equal proportion, and when he 
has as many as the crawl is intended to 
hold, the work of feeding them is com- 
menced. Shrimp, bread and like substances 
are thrown to the terrapins about twice 
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a day, and when the feed time comes the 
terrapins respond to the owner’s call of 
“Cooter, eooter!’’ jike whickens to the 
farmer’s wife. After so many days the 
terrapins are ready for the market and 
the orders begin to come in. They are 
sold by inches of length, and range in 
price from $10 per dozen for the shortest 
length to $40 and $60 per dozen for the 
others. It depends upon the season and 
the conditions of trade as to the prices se- 
cured, but that there is big money in the 
trade no one will deny. As an illustration, 
there are two or three well-Known citizens 
who can be quoted. The Hon. Thomas 
W. Lamb, Glynn's well-Known politician, is 
an authority on terrapins from the earliest 
days of the industry in this country, and 
he now has a crawl that is making him big 
money. Romain McCullough, a young 
man who has been a first-class blacksmitn 
at the Brunswick and Western raiiroad 
shops here for years, left Brunswick for 
the Klondike last spring and carried with 
him $3,000 that he made in five years off 
a little terrapin crawl that. he has on the 
canal near his home. Terrapins are soid 
to the northern restaurants in all quanti- 
ties that can be secured, while on Jeckyl 
Island one man makes big money furnish- 
ing part of the supply, although he has 
never been able to raise enough to 
the demand supplied for the club tables 
atone, The negro ftishermen, as a rule, 
are learning something about terrapin rais- 
ing, but they do not make the success of 
the business that the whites “Old 
Tom,’’ whose picture is herewith presented, 
can tell more about bull and female ter- 
rapins and their striking peculiarities than 
any man in Glynn county, and he has a 
snug bank account accumulated from off 
the hard-backed creatures.

Colonel Goodyear’s Work. 

The work which Colonel C. P. Goodyear 
has done upon the bar at Brunswick forms 
the theme for a sensational story in a Tre- 
cent issue of The Worid. According to this 
story, Contractor Donald McLean, of New 
York, charges that Goodyear has been paid 
$30 and upward per cubic yard where other 
contractors under the government -are get- 
ting as low as 15 cents per cubic yard for 
the same work.

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“The Major’s” Return. 

There is hardly a day passes in life 
but it reveals some of the uncertainties 
and revolutions of time. 

Thirty-four years ago Major McKin- 
ley paid a visit to the city of Atlanta. 
It must not be forgotten that the ma- 
jor’s path was not one of roses, as he 
worked his way from Nashville through 
Chattanooga and on down to Atlanta, 
as fast as General Johnston would al- 
low him todo so. When he neared the 
city he was received with a perfect can- 
nonade, the purpose of which was as 
evident to him as it was to those who 
stood behind the cannon, but the men in 
front of the cannon as well as the men 
behind them were Americans who knew 
what they were about, and the one de- 
fended as gallantly as the other attacked. 
It was under such circumstances as these 
that Major McKinly first had an oppor- 
tunity of viewing the city of Atlanta. 

Now that the major is about to return 
to us, there are a great many changes. 
He comes no longer as a military officer, 
but as president of the United States. 
The salvos which will greet him will 
speak in thunder tones the notes of wel- 
come, while foremost and gurrounding 
him will be the men who stood behind 
the cannon in those fateful days of 1864, 
which we have all agreed upon, though 
not altogether forgotten. ‘The major 
will find here the wonderful recupera- 
tion of which Americans are capable. 
The face of the whole earth has un- 
dergone the change which is produced 
by the work of man. Ilappy homes 
will dot the whole country through which 
he passes. Old men and young, bright- 
eved women and sparkling children will 
greet him as the head of this great unit- 
ed country, ,which we are proud to call 
our own. 

Verily, there are many changes in 
life, but none more suggestive of 
thought than those which the major, 
now the president, will find upon his re- 
turn to Atlanta. 

The War Lord in Trouble. 

While our president can travel around 
the country in palace cars and enjoy 
himself just as much as though he were 
a private citizen, quite a different story 
comes to us of the life of his war lord- 
ship, the emperor of Germany. 

But a few weeks ago, surrounded by a 
gay cavalcade and attended with bril- 
liant receptions wherever he went, the 
German emperor sailed from Trieste, 
passed through the Golden Horn and 
woke up the harems of the sultan of 
Turkey, creating great concern wherever 
he went. 

Thence to the Holy Land his war- 
lordship continued his route. He woke 
up the plains on which David slew 
the giant, peered curiously around at 
all the holy places, denounced the cler- 
gy for their want of military precision 
in prayer and then started on his return 
homeward. 

During his absence the emperor found 
that there had been a revival of anarch- 
ism in Europe. Crowned heads and 
trembling princelings were seeking ref- 
uge im every part of the continent. No 
one knew where the wild-eyed anarchist 
might turn up, and his aim might as 
likely be the war lord of Germany as 
the Akhoond of Swat. These tidings 
came to the ears of the redoubtable kais- 
er, and he has forthwith placed him- 
self behind double guard in the palace 
at Potsdam. No stranger is admitted 
within the royal precincts, and even 
those who have hitherto had free ac- 
cess into court circles have to show up 
their credentials before they can get 
within speaking distance of the great 
man within. 

There must be very little satisfaction 
in wearing a crown under. such 
circumstances as these. Happier is the 
poor clod-hopper out in the fields of 
Westphalia, who can at least meet his 
fellow with unconcern, and open the 
hospitable door of his cabin without fear 
’ of assassination.

a measure by giving $10,000 to each of 
his daughters. The openness of the re- 
lations between the doctor and his part- 
ner brought shame and sorrow into the 
Buchanan household and estranged the 
husband and wife still further. 

The wife sued for a separation and 
obtained it, but under such circum- 
stances exposed the entire affair and 
brought the family into the public eye 
in a most repugnant manner. The fath- 
er died a few months ago, leaving his 
wife $50 and each of his daughters $10. 
He explains in a codicil that he grants 
this bequest because of the ingratitude 
of his family. 

So sensitive is the character of Miss 
Buchanan that this cruelty on the part 
of her father has acted as an agent 
of depression on her health. She has 
gradually wilted under the weight of 
shame until now she is but the shadow 
of her former self, and there seems to be 
no remedy for her condition. She is 
simply drifting into death from a brok- 
en heart, thus proving the toxic effect of 
grief and shame. She is engaged to 
an admirable voung man, and he has 
tried every means to rally her flagging 
interest in life, but she has continued 
in her hopeless condition, and the phy- 
Sicians say now that the only recourse 
left ig to wait for death. 

Undoubtedly, this case is the saddest 
on record. It demonstrates the power 
which sofrow has over the material 
forces of life, and it exhibits, as could 
be done in no other manner, the daugh- 
terly devotion which is so strong as to 
produce fatal disease when thwarted or 
shamed. The case is interesting if for 
no other reasons than these, and Miss 
Buchanan will be given the sympathy of 
all those who suffer from the sins of 
others in so intense a degree-as to af- 
fect the very origin of vitality and love 
of life.

The vigorous action resorted to by 
Mrs. Charles C. Lane in New York 
recently provides insulted women with a 
masher cure, which is sure of results of 
a. most satisfactory nature. 

Mrs. Lane is a lady who is exposed 
to the advances of rascals from the fact 
that she makes her living in a public 
museum. She is muscularly endowed 
to the highest extent, and juggles can- 
non balls and breaks iron chains with 
her hands with an equanimity which is 
astounding. As is the custom with ar- 
tists of the sawdust, she smiles lavishly 
im the direction of the audience while 
engaged in the labor of making her 
bread.

No sooner landed 
on shore than the passengers would find 
themselves confronted with the necessi- 
tv of visitations to the chief of police, 
and of being under offic'al surveillance af 
every step taken. In case of a desire 
to return home, twenty-four hours’ no- 
tice was required in order that the slow- 
going officials might have an opportun- 
ity to examine the record of the depart- 
ing pilgrim. 

Now all this will be changed. A man 
can come and go at his own pleasure. He 
can challenge the first lighter in sight, 
and descending from the side of the ship 
make his way for dry land without fur- 
ther ado. He can walk up and down 
the streets of Havana, asking questions 
with all the monchalance of a school- 
girl in Boston, and when he gets ready 
to leave the island he can sail or swim 
just as he pleases, without respect to 
official inspection. 

In this single item alone the Cubans 
will discover an amount of freedom 
which was hitherto unknown to them, 
and those Spaniards who are left be- 
hind will discover, for the first time, how 
much trouble they gave themselves 
for nothing.

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THE LAST WEEK IN BOTH THE 


HOUSE 


AND THE SENATE WILL BE A BUSY ONE 


Committee on Rules Will See That Nothing Is Done To Delay Important Legisla- 
tion--Talk with Chairman Calvins=-The Brandon Pension Bills--Appropriations 
and General Tax Measures Before the Senate--Odds and 
Ends of Capitol and Political Gossip. 


This morning the legislature will enter 
upon its last week of work, and during the 
mext few days most of the important leg- 
falation proposed by the two houses will 
have been acted upon. Up to this time a 
number of bills of genefal interest have 
been killed, but not one has been enacted 
into law, and it may be said, in all truth, 
that the general assembly of 1898 is turn- 
ing into the homestretch with every pros- 
pect of having to do most of its work with 
the wire in sight. The house has adopted 
both the appropriations and the general 
tax bills, and has sent them to the senate, 
but in doing so the house has by no means 
fixed the tax rate or satisfied in full the 
demand for a reduction in expenditures. 
The senate will unquestionably go over the 
two measures section by section ,and the 
Prospect of a radical change in more than 
one item igs worth betting on. 

The fact that seven of the eight weeks’ 
session has been spent by the house in the 
discussion of these important meas- 
ures, and that the is given but a 
Single week in which consider it, is 
largely due to the immense amount of loca] 
matter which the lower house of the gen- 
eral assembly has had to pass upon. Evye- 
ry day since the house organized, the 
pile of local bills on the clerk’s desk has in- 
creased, and at least a dozen sessions al- 
ready held have been entirely devoted to 
their consideration. Tihe Constitution yes- 
terday said that something would have to 
be done to head off the flood of local bills 
and of general bills brought up time and 
time again on reconsideration, and it has 
been settled beyond a doubt that some- 
thing will be done. 

Representative Martin V. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond, who is chairman of the committee 
on rules of the house, and who has been 
in the legislature longer than any other 
present member. said, in discussing this 
matter last night: 

“Unquestionably, local’ ltgislation is the 
evil genius of legislation. Cousin german 
to it ,are requests for ‘unanimous con- 
sent,” and motions for a ‘‘suspension of 
the rules.’ There is a speedy process by 
which .the latter evil may be scotched, if 
not killed, and that is by an unswerving 
determination, on the part of those ‘who 
favor the ordinary transaction of business, 
to interpose objection to every such request, 
and to vote solidly against the suspension 
ofthe rules. The processis speedy, but a 
false curiosity frequently prevents its adop- 
tion. But there is an ageney more potent 
than a false courtesy: and that is local 
legislation. A gentleman feeis that it is 
his duty to the state, in the interest of an 
orderly procedure, which is always help- 
fui to safe legislation, to object to any de- 
parture from. the regular order; but the 
suggestion comes to him: You would be 
wiser to let some one else object—remember, 
you have a number of loca] bills, at least 
one local bill, on the calendar, and you 
may wish to take them up out of their or- 
der.’ 

“The suggestion is fatal to the day’s 
work; for what occurs to one legislator 
along this line, will occur to fifty, to a 
hunared, to 174, perhaps. 

“I nave seen many nicely planned orders 
of business, under which three to four 
hours of steady work might dave been done, 
dashed to pieces Ly a single request for 
‘unanimous consent,’ or by a motion (to sus- 
pend the rules to take up some measure 
which would have been reached under tne 
prescribed order. As a rule, these requests 
and motions, so fatal to satisfactory legi-o- 
lative progress come of a desire to railroad 
through the house or senate a local bill. 
This matter of local legislation is a recog- 
nized evil. Only a few years ago the con- 
stitution of the state was so amended as to 
require that local bills, on first and second 
reading, should be read by titie only. The 
thought was that by this means much yal- 
uable time would be saved. The time that 
might have Leen saved is consumed by the 
ever-increasing volume of local and speciai 
bills. Their name is legion. With a pur- 
pose to enable legislatory to give more time 
and better consideration to the legitimate 
subjects of state legislation, it was provided 
by law, a few years ago, that bank char- 
ters and railroad charters should be grant- 
ed: by the secretary of state. Whatever 
saving in time was expected to flow from 
this wise enactment is consumed by the 
hungry horde of local bills. In the interest 
of true economy, in furtherance of general 
Jegislation which should Le the result of 
careful and mature consideration, some- 
thing ought to be done—must be done—to 
relieve the general assmbly of the burden 
of local and special bills. - 

“A night or two ago I read in the reports 
of the American Bar Association a very 
able and instructive paper on ‘Lawmaking. 
by Former Governor John Ww. Griggs, now 
attorney general of the United States. He 
touched incidentally on this very topic, 
and directed attention to the constitutional 
provisions which control in the state of 
New Jersey, under which the legislature is 
forbidden to pass private, local or special 
laws on any of the following enumeriat »d 
cases, namely, laying out, open-ns, al- 
tering and working roads or highways, va- 
eating any road, town plot, street or public 
grounds, regulating the internal affairs of 
towns and counties, appointing local officers 
or commissioners to regulate municipal 
affairs. Upon reading Governor Griggs’s 
address, I turned to the constitution of 
New Jersey and copied the inhibitions men- 
tioned. It occurs to me we need something 
in Georgia exactly like the New Jersey pro- 
vision. : 

“T was much impressed Ly one paragraph 
{n Governor Griggs’s paper. I want to quote 
it to you, because it goes to the very root 
of local legislation. The governor said: 
‘The genesis of these bills, as well as their 
true purpose. is often covered with obscuri- 
ty: some, indeed most, are the products of 
these especially interested as indivtduals in 
securing additional legal powers or privi- 
leges for private or business purposes. 
Many originate from municipal!ties—not 
from the general considerztion and ma- 
ture purpose of the people of any city, but 
cut of the opinions and particular ideas of 
single municipal officers—and are drawn up 
by the counsel of the city under the direc- 
tion of its chief officer or governing body. 

“Tn my humble judgement, this is a matter 
of supreme importance. I trust it will ar- 
rest the attention of the neonlz42nd the leg- 
icjatora alike. and that during the session 
of the Jegislature in 1891 steps will he taken 
to rid the generabassembly of this grow- 
ing evil.’’ 
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The joint committee of the legislature, 
which has just returned from Milledgeville 
auwy Athens, where it has been inspecting 
the various educational institutions at those 
two points, returned last Saturday and 
made its report. It is not a very lengthy 
document that they have issued as a result 
of their labors, but that portion of it which 


concerns the State Normal and Industrial 
college will be of interest to the many 
friends of that excellent institution: The 
report, which is written by Representative 
J. Lindsay Johnson, of Floyd, says: 

Your committee appointed by direction of 
a joint resolution of the house and senate 
to visit the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college at Milledgeville, the Normal! school 
and the university at Athens has the hon- 
or to submit the following report: 

We find attending the Georgia Normal 
and Industrial college at Milledgeville 4138 
Students. In the model] school, sixty-four; 
in the regular collegiate department, 354. 
These 418 students are distributed among 
the various classes as follows: Senior, 25; 
junior, 45; sophomore, 8&9; freshman, 57; 
sub-freshman, 58; preparatory, 5; irregu- 
lar, 22; model school department, 64; stu- 
dents taking normal course, 104; students 
taking industrial course, 156. The industrial 
students are distributed among the various 
branches as follows: 

Dressmaking, 104; stenography and type- 
writing, 31; bookkeeping, 21. 

These young girls come from one hundred 
different counties in the state. 

The total number of teachers engaged, 
including the teachers of music and art, 
ure twenty-seven. 

Of the 3254 regular college students, 320 
are boarding pupils, 245 of them board in 
the college dormitories and the rest, about 
seventy-five, for want of room, are com- 
pelled to board in private families. 

We especially approve of this dormitory 
system for many reasons. First, it brings 
all alike under the same systematic man- 
agement and immediate protection of the 
president of the eollege. 

It affords the very lowest amount of ex- 
pense for the student, a consideration of the 
greatest moment at this time, when every 
effort must be employed to cheapen the 
facilities of education under the ever in- 
creasing demand for knowledge at the pub- 
lic expense. 

To meet this demand we recommend th&t 
a charge of $1 per month be made for each 
student occupying a place in a room in this 
college and all other state institutions of 
like character. This sum can be set aside 
for the building of other dormitories when 
needed and making repairs and improve- 
ments to such public bu.ldings as may: be 
required. 

This sum would be in the nature of a 
donation from each student attending such 
school in appreciation for the great bene- 
fits received and insure like benefits to 
those who may come after them, 

We find the monthly expenditures of each 
student for living expenses reduced to be- 
tween $7 and $8 per month, which, indeed, 
is small enough, it would seem, compared 
with many other institutions. 

We find these dormitories kept scrupulous- 
ly clean and in sanitary condition. The 
young girls look healthy and seem to be 
earnest in their application to work. It 


‘has not been our pleasure to see girls more 


graceful or easier in their carriage than in 
this school, the fact of which we attribute 
largely to the most excellent and systemat- 
ic training they receive in the school of 
physical culture. The importance of this 
training not only redounds to the benefit of 
the individual, but to the future manhood 
and womanhood of Georgia. 

We particularly emphasize the encourage- 
ment of as many as. may be possible to 
follow the industrial rather than the normal 
course, to the end that they may be more 
useful to themselves and the state. The 
prospect of one in the normal school may 
at first seem brightest, but in the end will 
not prove so. Places for normal graduates 
will become fewer, while there is no crowd- 
ing of excellency in the industrial pursuits. 

Disclaiming any desire to be fulsome or 
motive to flatter, we believe the president 
of this school was.born for the place, and 
a visit to this institution will demonstrate 
more fully than anything we might say his 
absolute fitness. ; 

The faculty of this school, as near as we 
can judge from our brief inspection, seems 
fully capable.

Preachied a Powerful and Eloquent 
sermon te Large Congregation, 


ed 


PASTOR WAS GIVEN CLOSE ATTENTION 


His Eloquent Sermon Made a Deep 
Impression Upon All Those Who 
Were Present—The Dis- 
course Is Given in 
Full. 


Rev. W. W. Landrum, pastor of the First 
baptist church, advocated the retentiun of 
the Philippine islands last night in a ser- 
mon delivered to a large congregation in his 
crurch. The pastor was given rapt atten- 
tion while he gave a number cf most ex- 
cellent argun.ents why the United States 
shculd take possession of the islands. 

He tased his sermon upon the argument 
that in the interests of humanity and the 
Christian re'igion this government should 
control the Philippines. Following this he 
advocated that the islands be invaded by 
missionaries to teach and aducate the na- 
tives, now lost in ignorance. 

He tock his text from Matthew xiii, 35: 
‘The field is the world.’’ The subject of 
his sermon is ‘“‘America for the World, and 
the World for America--The Philippines 
Are Ours That We May Make the Natives 
Christians.”’ Dr, Landrum said: 

“Phophecy called Christ ‘the desire of 
all nations.’ The superscription on Christ’s 
cioss Was written in the three great lan- 
guages of the world—Greek, Latin and He- 
brew—that all nations might recognize their 
regal Redeemer. Christ died in the fulness 
of time. The kingdom of heaven was in- 
augurated only when all nations, after long 
ages, had been made ready for it. That 
preparation required: First, an universal 
language in which the gospel could be 
preached and written; second, an universal 
government which would suffer missiona- 
ries to travel with reasonable protection; 
third, an universal people, expecting a 
further revelation from God. The Greeks 
pave the universal language, the Romans 
furnished the universal government, the 
Jews, scattered by persecution in every 
land, were the expectant people waiting 
for the Messiah's coming. All nations were 
prepared Ly spiritua!, intellectual and phys- 
ica! conditions for the Only religion that is 
adapted to save and civilize all nations. 

“World-wide evangelization was the fun- 
damental doctrine of Christ. It was antie- 
ipated by the oratorio which angels chanted 
about his cradie: ‘Glory to God in the 
hinghest, and on earth peace and goodwill 
toward men.’ It was taught in Christ's 
parab.es, ‘The field is the world.’ It was 
emphatically and authoratively  setforth 
in Christ’s last great commission, ‘Go ye, 
therefore, and teach all nations.’ That 
great commission is a compendium of the 
disciples’ doctrine and duty. If we con- 
sider the aposties as soldiers, it was their 
marching orders; if we regard them as 
Statesmen starting to found a new and 
spiritual republic, it was their constitution; 
if they were philanthropists, it was their 
economy of universal beneficence; if phy- 
sicians, the sovereign remedy for sick and 
dying souls; if teachers, their textbook; if 
preachers, the subject matter of all their 
discourses directed to disclose God's char- 
acter, the Savior’s love and the soul’s su- 
preme gocd.

And so we might as 
well, like sensible Christian people, accept 
the inevitable and lend a hand in the na- 
tion’s world-wide crusade for liberty, inde- 
pendence, civilization and Christianity.

“IT believe in God and I believe in the 
American people. I believe in the Ameri- 
can people because I believe God will use 
them as benefactors of the whole human 
race. If Christian citizens will only do 
their duty there will be no occasion for 
depression. We may look out’ without 
gloOmy apprehension upon the enormous 
responsibility which the enlarged life of 
tne nation comes with it.

It igs 
idje to conjure up before the public mind 
the supposed costliness of Philippine occu- 
pation and control, 

“The possession of any property entails 
responsibility. Every step in expansion in- 
volves outlay, but every outlay becomes in 
the end a paying investment. Americans 
have their little joke but they do not 
sympathize with the Irishman, who be- 
wailed his lot by saying: ‘Be jabers it 
would have been money in my pocket if I 
had never been born.’ The fact is that if 
God had never createa the earth there 
would have been no world of difficulty ana 
duiy: if he had never formed us we 
wou'id never have experienced any difficulty 
and duty. However, seeing the earth was 
ushered into life we are confronted by a 
condition and not a theory. It is hardly 
wise to Speculate on’ what might have 
happened if there had been no world, no 
republic, no war—or to stop now and quar- 
re| with Providence, wno bids us accept 
the situation, face the results of the war, 
do our duty by our country and become a 
blessing to the world.

Case of Derry Wright, Liberian 
Emigration Promoter, 


IN PRISON FOR FOUR YEARS 


Says His Hasty, Angry Words Caused 
All Kis Trouble 


IMPRISONED FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT 


3Tas Given Up All Hope and Says He 
Has Been Forgotten—The Story 
of His Arrest and Imprison- 
ment—May Stay in Jail 
Until He Dies. 


There is in the Tower a prisoner who has 
been in jail for near four years and who 
wil] probably remain there until he dies 
unless something extraordinary occurs to 
get him out. And this life imprisonment 
is due, he says, to a few hasty words spoken 
in anger and for the purpose of revenging 
himself on those whom he believed to be his 
persecutors. From the law’s side of the 
caSe the prisoner is held for contempt of 
court, in that he refused to turn over to 
a receiver an amount of money which 
the judge believed he had in his possession 
and which belonged to a corporation that 
had failed. 

It was on the 3d day of April, 1895, that 
Berry Wright, a middle-aged negro, stood 
before Judge Lumpkin in the superior court 
and exclaimed: 

“Yes, I have the money and those nig- 
gers shall never get it.’’ 

Wright was at the head of the American 
emigration movement, an organization 
which had for its object the exportation of 
negroes to Liberia. The association was 
incorporated and the members were issued 
stock, for which they paid $50 in weekly 
installments and when the last payment 
was made transportation was given the 
stockholder to Liberia. Wright was the 
chairman of the finance committee, and 
from the manner in which the business 
Was conducted he Seems to have had con- 
trol of all the affairs and to have held all 


the cash. 
After several families had been shipped 


to Liberia and some $3,000 or $4,000 had been 
paid into the treasury there arose a row 
between the stockholders and the members 
of the finance committee and Wright found 
himself called upon to make a financial 

It was claimed that by the books 
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but when a re¢eiver was Appointed Wright 
gave him only the bag to hold. 

The case went into the courts and Wright 
was yequested by Judge Lumpkin to make 
a showing. Then it was that he made the 
remark about having the money and the 
“other negroes coudi’t get it.” 

Wright was sént to the county jail for 
contempt of court, there to be held a pris- 
oner until he turned over to the receiver the 
sum of $900. 

Since that day Wright has been an inmate 
of the jail. He was sent to the old jail and 
remained there quietly, working hard for 
the jailers and behaving himself well. He 

was tranéferred to the Tower when 
the new jail was occupied and he is there 
now with the prospects of a life sentence 
before him. 

Wright was seen by a reporter of The 
Constitution fast week and asked concern- 
ing his case. He seems to have utterly 
abandoned all hope of ever being free again. 
He is morose and refuses to discuss his 
case unless pressed to do so. 

“What is the use of talking?* he said 
bitterly. “‘T am here and I believe the judge 
has entirely forgotten me. I never had that 
money and [I said those words because [ 
was mad. If I had had the money I would 
have turned it over long ago.’’ 

He claims that if there was any money 
in the treasury it was in the hands of 
Henry Upshaw, a megro who died last year. 

Wright was asked if any efforts would 


ever be made to get him out of prison and | 


he replied: 

‘‘My lawyer, Mr. Will Davis, has gone 
to the war. I haven't a cent of money with 
which to pay another lawyer. My wife and 
six little children are struggling to live 
and can’t help me. My wife works for 
the Jewish Orphans’ home and it takes 
every cent Ske earns to take care of the 
children.”’ 

Wright is about forty years of age. He 
has a pleasant face and would be taken 
for an honest negro. 

It has been claimed that he swindled the 
association out of the money the judge 
says he should turn over and if Judge 
Lumpkin still believes he has the money 
there will be no chance. for him to regain 
his liberty. If, on the other hand, time 
enoug™ elapses to convince Judge Lumpkin 
that the negro either never had the money 
Or has been punished sufficiently for the 
Offense committed, then there is still a 
hope of Berry Wright once again being a 
free man. 

‘there is said to be a case on record in 
Georgia in which a man died in prison 
who had been sentenced for contempt 
of court. Wright has served,the longest 
sentence of the kind in the state outside 
OI the case referred to. 

As the reporter was leaving him Wright 
said: 

“You might as well leave me alone, cap- 
tain. I reckon I am there to die for the 
hasty words I used.’’

The objects of the meeting yesterday 
afternoon were to name the church, select 
& pastor and fix his salary. Dr. Theron H. 
Rice, pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
chureh, presided, and Mr. James P. Field 
was elected secretary. There was some dis- 
cussion over the name to be selected. Mr. 
R. H, Jones maved that the church be 
named ‘‘Westminster.’’ Mr. Phillips thought 
as the structure was not to be elaborate, 
and as the name. should designate the 
neighborhood, the ‘“‘North Avenue Presby- 
terian church” would be proper. Mr, Hoke 
Smith made the point that the congregu- 
tion was not yet ready to name the church 
until a location was selectea, and suggested 
that a temporary name be selected, so that 
the organization might be enrolled with the 
Atlanta presbytery.

The Atlanta presbytery 
meets today at noon and application will be 
made there for the privilege of prosecuting 
this call Lefore the Macon conference, of 
which Mr. Flynn is a member. A commis- 
sion of four gentlemen, consisting of Hoke 
Smith, J. P. Field, H. T. Phillips and Dr. 
Marion Hull, was appointed to go before 
the Macon conference at its next meeting 
and urge that Rev. Flynn be transferred 
from the Macon to the Atlanta conference. 
The Macon conference has the right to re- 
fuse the request if it so desires, but it is 
thought there will be no trouble in securing 
the young pastor fer this churth.

MR. DEAN AT ST. LUKE’S. 


Pastor Preached an Eloquent Sermon 
on the “End of the World’’ 
Yesterday. 

At St. Luke’s yesterday ‘morning Rev. H. 
3aldwin Dean, pastor in charge, preached 
his second sermon of the advent series. His 
subject was ‘* The End of the World,’’ and 
the text selected for the theme was St. 
Mathew, xxiv, 3: “And as He sat upon the 
Mount of Olives the disciples came unto 
Him privately, saying: ‘Tell us when shall 
these things be, and what shall be the sign 
of their coming, and of the end of the 

vorld?’ ”’ 

After a short sketch of the context, the 
preacher proceeded to argue that belief in 
an end to the world was one of those basa! 
doctrines of Christianity which cannot be 
ignored by any one who would be a Chris- 
tian. He quoted from the Psalms and from 
Isaiah to show that limited existence of 
the world was recognized as a fact even 
before the Christian era, and from the 
words of Christ, set forth in the thir- 
teenth chapter of St. Mathew, where the 
Lord.twice speaks of “the end of the 
world,’’ and from other savings to the 
Same effect, closing with Jesus’s last words 
on earth, when He said to His disciples: 
“Lo! T am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” 

Then, having thus established the fact of 
the existence of the doctrine, the preacher 
directly declared that the world would have 
an end. In support of this belief he cited 
scriptural passages and scflentifie facts. 

“We naturally think that what is willl 
continue to be,” the saftd. “and place our- 
celves hes}, the scoffers, of whom §&t. 
Peter speaks, ‘all thines continue as they 
were from the beginning since the fathers 
fell asleep.’ But whoever -would be a 
Christian 1s shut up to the belief that 
whatever fs created is finite, and only the 
Creator himself ts {nfinite.’’

And those who SAV 
they. are satisfied with this world pr onounce 
their own doom, and must abide forever 
with the finite world, which he has chosen 
in preference to. the etefnal one. ‘ 

“The conditions of the new world are set 
forth throvghout the scriptures,”’ continued 
Mr. Dean, ‘‘but we go along in ignorance of 
them. It is to be a restoration of the mer- 
fect world of the beginning, in which there 
will be no thorns and thistles. no poisonous 
shrubs—no animals that destroy men, and 
prey upon each other. The cow and the 
bear shall be at peace—the lion shall] e: if 
Straw like an ox—the-calf and the leopard 
and the fatling shall lie down together, and 
a. itt! e child shall lead them. 

“There shall be no moral evil in the new 
world, for it is to be a world in which 
dw elleth righteousness. All envy. jealousy 
malice and the long Hst of evil passions 
from which springs the rank growth of 
sin that makes this world so wretched 
shall have no place there. The King of 
Love shall have His throne in this new 
and all His subjects will love Him, 
each other. And there shall be no 
sin, but love forever more in the 
that is without end.’”’
